lelt alope will move the Ltes according to 
contract, and without a war, too. An In-, 
dian war means more than a war with the 
Utes. It means a break-out of the Nava- 
joes. Apaches and Piutes, with the Mor- 
mons at their back with arms, Ammuni- 
tion and moral support," 


That the Utes will "go" there is no 


doubt. They will eventually be removed 
entirely beyond the borders of Colorado, 
Patience should be exercised upon the 
border. A war should be averted if pos- 
sible. One of the first essential' to pre- 
serve peace is that white men should 
remain off the reservation until tbe Utes 
are removed. Ihe violent death of one 
U«e by a white man would be sure to pre- 
cipitate a war, and no efforts should be 
spared to avert such a catasttuphe.
